ville Elementary School district will

When parking meters were plac- 
ed on Main street, and more and 
more. were installed on side streets 
adjacent to the business district, 
the City Council answered protests 
with the promise that money de- 
rived from the meters would be 
used for “free” parking lots to be 
purchased by the city. 

The city now owns the lots, and 
the parking is far from free. 

The cost to “shop Porterville” 
as is strenuously advertised by 
some local merchants amounts to a 
“shopping fee’ to be paid to the 
City of Porterville for the privil- 
ege of patronizing business dis- 
trict stores.

Is it any wonder that business 
is steadily but surely moving to lo- 
cations out of the city? 

This writer has been in business 
or owned Main street property for 
a half century in Porterville. I 
have watched the city grow up 
around us, in what is fondly refer- 
red to by civic boosters as ‘“‘great- 
er Porterville’ but I have also ob- 
served that this surrounding area 
is not a taxpaying segment of the 
City of Porterville. Like the large 
area to the east of the city, Doyle 
Colony, they have their own fire

COUNTY IS BULLETIN SUBJECT 


_ VISALIA, Mar. 26—A bulletin 
covering all aspects of production 
of Coastal Bermuda grass has been 
prepared by Bob Miller, Tulare 
county farm advisor, and is now 
available. 


Coastal Bermuda grass was first 
introduced in Tulare county in 
1956 and appears to be a well- 
adapted irrigated forage crop for 
this area. It has attracted consid- 
erable attention for its ability to 
produce on highly alkali soils. 

The Coastal Bermuda variety 
was developed at Tifton, Georgia, 


and is a hybrid. It must be prop- 
agated by planting small shoots 
of the plant since it produces very 
little viable seed. The publication, 
called ‘Coastal Bermuda Grass in 
Tulare County,” contains informa- 
tion on the origin of the plant, 
how to establish a stand, fertili-

Yi ting King - sized headaches. 


Re- 
cently the mail many of us have 
been getting from our districts has 
been flooded with tea bags, sent to 


¥j;us as part of a spontaneous ef- 


fort to prevent the levy of new or 
additional state taxes. 


This novel method of legislative 
persuasion is attracting consider- 
able attention. As might be ex- 
pected, reaction on the part of our 
various members is mixed, but 
there is no doubt that the stunt is 
demonstrating that a sizeable 
number of voters are opposed to 
additional taxes of any kind, 


Most of the tea bags being re- 
ceived carry a Message somewhat 
like this, ‘Don’t give us another 
Boston Tea Party. No new taxes.” 
The odd thing about the Message 
is, of course, the fact that the 
present tax situation is an almost 
complete reversal of that which 
existed at the time of the famous 
Tea Party. Then the tea’ was 
dumped as a protest against taxa- 
tion without representation. Now 
the voters are sending us, their 
elected representatives, tea bags to 
persuade us to vote against in- 
creased taxes. It is certainly a 
new twist of the famous historical] 
incident. 


One thing is fully demonstrated 
by this effort. That is, the right 
of petition is still a vital element 
in our legislative process. The 
method being used in this particu- 
lar instance may be a little un- 
usual, but it is still a means of 
letting us know the views of those 
sending the bags. 


As has been said many times, 
legislators are not in a very envi- 


able position when it comes to con- 


sideration of new or increased tax- 
es. Whichever way we vote, we 
are certain to be unable to please 
all our constituents. But the re- 
sponsibility to vote under such cir- 
cumstances is one we 
when elected to office. 
All of us are properly concerned 
about the state’s fiscal situation. 
No one can deny that the years of 
treasury surpluses are over for the 
time being. The tough question 
to which your legislators must 
work out the answer is, what do 
we do to remedy the situation? 
This answer is not easy to de- 
velop because it involves the ex- 
penditure program for existing 


assumed 


services and the demand for new 
expanded services, as well as the 
taxes needed to pay for them. Also 
mixed up in the problem are the 
fixed charges for schools and wel- 
fare, for fairs and highways. 

We lawmakers have been given 
plenty of information on the bud- 
get and our tax situation by both 
the administration through the de- 
partment of finance and our own 
legislative analyst. Bills calling 
for hew taxes have been introduc- 
ed, and will be carefully consider- 
ed by committees in each house, as 
well as by the houses themselves, 
before final action is taken. 

Recommendations on tax pro- 
posals are coming to us from many 
sources, and arguments both for

Q. “What can I do to improve 
my youngster’s appetite?’’—A 
worried mother. 

4 A. Poor appetite in the reason- 
ably healthy, normal youngster 
is more often due to parents than 
to some condition affecting the 
child.

persons past 40 or so. Vague 
back pains and weakness are usu- 
ally noticed-early in the disease.

Both had similar 
symptoms and both were treated 
in the same way. For no appar- 
ent reason, one recovered and 
one didn’t. The recovery wasn’t 
claimed to be a “cure” but at 
least the man had no symptoms 
and was apparently healthy one 
year after treatment.

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We just returned from Los 
Angeles with another load of 
plants and for once can't com- 
plain about smog. It's a real 
surprise to look around and see 
mountains and buildings where 
you usually see haze. Must be 
quite an event to live there and 
finally find out what color your 
house is and what the neighbor- 
hood looks like. Might be after 
looking around you would pre- 
fer the smog. 

We returned with many flow- 
ering plants. including Hibiscus, 
Bougainvillea, Bottle Brush, and 
Genista. The clear southern air 
has made these exceptionally 
nice and we hope you'll take a 
look. Of course we have a lot 
of other weeds in containers just 
waiting to be planted. This 
should be done soon before the 
aphids run out of things to eat. 

This being the start of the 
aphis season you may have to 
spray a few to keep them from 
over-populating. Malathion does 
the job for about ten cents a 
gallon — twelve gallons for a 
dollar nineteen — you furnish 
your own water. A handy hose 
sprayer for two ninety eight 
makes this even easier.

But, the opposite is more 
the truth, a check in retail stores 
shows that cotton fabrics not only 
are competing with the artificial 
substances but in most instances 
are selling for much, much less. 

The sad but hard fact is that 
King Cotton has lost his customers 
by design and not by price’ The 
synthetic manufacturers have cre- 
ated a preference for their prod- 
ucts by deliberate attempt and ap- 
peal to consumer desires ‘and 
needs, Something that cotton must 
do — through research. 

Until the producers are ready
